Garbage has been at the 
top of his list of issues for 
the last decade as the lord 
mayor who oversaw the 
closure of NOTL's Line 5 
landfill site, and who as co¬ 
chair of a partnership with 
Hamilton looked at alter¬ 
natives to landfill. 

He resigned from that 
committee when Niagara 
Region pulled away from 
discussions, deciding 
instead to commit to 25 
years of private landfill 
with Walker Industries. 

For the last decade or 
more Burroughs has been 
repeating to anybody who 
would listen that there has 
to be better ways of dispos¬ 
ing of garbage than land¬ 
filling. Now, as regional 
chair, he may have the 
opportunity to put Niagara 
in the forefront with one of 
those alternatives—even 
better and cleaner than 
when he first began study¬ 
ing the possibilities. 

"We can be so creative 
and innovative as to what 
we do in the region, by tap¬ 
ping into all the experience 
that’s here for us. That 


includes the handling of 
biosolids, sewage and 
garbage—there are oppor¬ 
tunities for all three,” says 
Burroughs. 

"Back in the day, when 
we were talking about 
burning garbage, I was 
known as the ‘burn guy.' 
Now we can be way more 
creative, there are so many 
other options to discuss.” 

Burroughs has always 
been excited about 
garbage. 

Now he’s even more 
excited about being the 
chair of the government 
that decides what to do 
about our garbage—and 
how to pay for it in a way 
that’s fair for everyone. 

Another priority will like¬ 
wise be of significance to 
the region, although it’s 
also a NOTL issue—sewage 
treatment is high on the list 
of expensive projects 
regional council will have 
to deal with in its next 
term. The possibilities for 
NOTL—build a new facility 
on the Lakeshore Road 
Parks Canada property or 
move it—are the subject of 
federal and provincial 
environmental assess¬ 
ments at the moment, but

regional staff, anticipating 
that moving the treatment 
plant will be the recom¬ 
mendation as a result of 
the EAs, are looking at ways 
to fund what could cost up 
to $45 million, $7 more to 
move it than to rebuild. 

Burroughs says he is also 
looking forward to his role 
on the regional police 
board—another hot topic 
of discussion in NOTL, 
where assessment-based 
taxes mean property own¬ 
ers pay much more than 
their fair share for the 
police protection they 
receive. 

When he announced his 
intention to run for chair, 
NOTL’s regional councillor 
said that if successful, his 
focus would have to be less 
parochial. 

But as chair, he says, his 
focus will continue to be on 
fair assessment and rev¬ 
enue generating for all 
municipalities—the bene¬ 
fits regional, not limited to 
NOTL taxpayers.

A few hours can make all 
the difference in the world. 

After a warm and rainy 
weekend that provided 
temperatures less-than- 
adequate for an ice wine 
harvest, Reif Estate wine¬ 
maker Roberto 

DiDomenico called off the 
icewine harvest on 
Monday morning, only to 
call it back into action 
three hours later thanks to 
dropping temperatures. 

"After the rain on Sunday 
we were concerned that 
the grapes might not be 
completely frozen by the 
evening,” said 

DiDomenico. 

“However, a quick drop 
in temperature [Monday] 
provided for the perfect 
window to harvest our 
Vidal icewine.” 

Reif’s Vidal ___ 


leave the ice crystals 
behind, temperatures 
must reach -8 degrees 
Celsius, and during this 
week's harvest, tempera¬ 
tures dipped as low as -14. 

While the trend this year 
sees many wineries 
diminishing their produc¬ 
tion of icewine due to lack 
of demand, Reif says they 
find themselves in just the 
opposite position. 

"Our production is actu¬ 
ally up this year,” he said. 
“The industry level is 
down, but we’re produc¬ 
ing more this year." 

One of the reasons 
Niagara production of 
icewine is down is due to 
the over-production of the 
product, says Reif. 

Comparing it to that of 
car manufacturers in the 
past, he says the mentality 
was that the more you 
made, you the more you 
would sell. 

Now, he says, they are 
bottling to demand and 
not projections. 

With the temperatures 
dipping, the cold weather 
might not be a reason for 
the rest of the region to 
celebrate, but for those 
harvesting their icewine 
grapes, it was just what the 
winemaker ordered.

The Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital Foundation receives gifts from 
donors and uses these gifts, and the income they generate to purchase 
equipment for our local hospital site. It is guided by a Board of 
Directors. The Board consists of six Directors and a representative 
from the NOTL Hospital Standing Committee. All members of the 
Board are community volunteers who work in support of our local 
hospital. 

The Foundation is pleased to report another year of strong financial 
support. As of year end, March 31, 2010 the NOTL community 
donated $12,069. The Foundation deeply appreciates each and every 
gift that enables us to provide new equipment for patients and staff 
support. Donations from the past, already prudently invested, earned 
interest of $28,945. Total expenses for the year were only $2,520. The 
end of the year balance for unrestricted assets is $750,403 plus the 
Endowment Fund which has grown to $244,091. 

How did this money help our community? 

Several vital pieces of equipment needed in our local hospital costing 
a total of $96,800 were approved for purchase: 

• Laser therapy system ($5,000) 

• 6 electric beds ($45,000) 

• Bariatric wheelchair ($2,600) 

• 2 overhead patient lifts ($13,600) 

• Other purchases ($30,600) 

The local Royal Canadian Legion purchased two vital pieces of 
equipment: a special “rock and roll” wheelchair and an electric plinth 
for the Physiotherapy Department with a total donation of $7,500. 

The NOTL Hospital Foundation transferred $50,240 to the Niagara 
Health System Foundation for the purchase of equipment. This total 
includes designated gifts totaling $25,240, and the donation of 
$25,000 towards the Walker Family Cancer Centre. This donation to 
the Centre almost fulfills our pledge of $500,000 to the Our Time 
campaign. (Audited Financial Statements are available through the 
Foundation Office at the NOTL Hospital.) 

The Foundation’s next project is to fund the installation of a 
WanderGuard safety system that prevents patients from wandering 
into unsafe areas or leaving the facility. 

Many thanks to all donors, volunteers, physicians, and staff who 
ensure that the very best care is provided to both our in-patients and 
members of the community who come to the hospital for appointments 
with their doctor, nurses,the laboratory and support services such as 
physiotherapy, foot care and audiology.

The Niagara Parks 
Commission is working on mov¬ 
ing and improving heritage 
buildings at its Laura Secord 
homestead site. 

A foundation was laid last 
week on the Secord site for the 
Queenston Chapel, now located 
on the Niagara River Parkway, to 
be moved to the homestead 
property. 

The move will mean easier 


access and more parking for 
those who want to use the 
chapel for a wedding or other 
event, says Jim Hill, the NPC's 
superintendent of heritage. 

McFarland House, which usu¬ 
ally hosts a Christmas open 
house, will pass on the holiday 
celebration this year while ren¬ 
ovations to the washrooms, 
kitchen area and enclosed patio 
are underway. 

The NPC is doing the work 
with an almost $9 million grant 
from the provincial and federal 
governments, although a large 
chunk of that is being spent on a 
new visitor centre in Fort Erie. 

The Secord property plans 
maintenance to restore the 
house, an education centre and 
museum to replace the gift 
shop, and a new structure to 
house a visitor and retail centre 
with staff offices, meeting and 
research facilities, storage and 


washrooms. 

The church, built in the 1860s, 
was originally a block away from 
its Parkway location, on the cor¬ 
ner of Higfdand and Queenston. 
It was moved in 1958 and has 
undergone renovations since. 
By pulling off the existing siding 
FB11 hopes it will be restored to 
something closer to its original 
state, and by moving it will elim¬ 
inate the issue of people parking 
on the road and blocking the 
firehall in case of an emergency 
call. 

"Parking has always been an 
issue. We only had one really 
bad situation, when the firemen 
were banging on the door of the 
church because they couldn’t 
get their fire trucks out. There 
will be more parking on the 
Laura Secord site for anyone 
who wants to rent the church.”

The plan is to have the 
work complete and the 
buildings open in May, 2011. 

While there were discus¬ 
sions of holding an archeo¬ 
logical dig on the Secord site 
before the foundation and 
cement pads were laid, the 
decision was made to rely on 
a 1970s survey conducted by 
Brock University that shows 
the buildings won’t be dis¬ 
rupting the sensitive areas of 
the homestead, Hill said. 

“Based on the information 
we had, we didn't feel we 
needed it. We did move 
quickly—we felt the survey 
was adequate. We believe 
there are items of historic 
sensitivity on the site, but we 
made sure where we’re 
working wouldn’t disturb 
anything.” 

Melissa Bottomley, cura¬ 
tor of the Laura Secord 
homestead, sent a letter to 
the Advance in response to 
some criticism she 
has heard at 
the work on 


said Bottomley. 

“It is my opinion that the 
expense, time and effort will 
not produce any tangible 
reward that will forward the 
already historical signifi¬ 
cance of the property and 
the project which will suc¬ 
cessfully document, display 
and educate the public 
about the role of Laura 
Secord and the region’s cul¬ 
tural and historic past.” 

The NPC required a build¬ 
ing permit from the town for 
both the Secord and 
McFarland sites but no plan¬ 
ning application that would 
have triggered the need for 
an archeological assess¬ 
ment. There were early dis¬ 
cussions with the town 
about the renovations and 
the moving of the church, 
says Hill. 

He also initially talked 
about the plans with 
Queenston residents, “and 
they were supportive at the 
time. We’ve moved pretty 


quickly since then.” 

There will also be room to 
relocate up to three historic 
buildings on the Secord 
property in the future, creat¬ 
ing a “village-within-a-vil- 
lage,” says Hill. 

Those plans closely mir¬ 
ror what the Queenston 
Residents Association hope 
to accomplish on the Laura 
Secord School property. 
QRA president Jim 
Armstrong has been work¬ 
ing on a proposal that would 
see the original portion of 
the 100-year-old school 
turned into a museum, with 
the remainder of the build¬ 
ing leased to other parties, 
such as the School of 
Restoration Arts at 
Willowbank. He would also 
like to see other historic 
buildings relocated on the 
school property as part of 
the village-within-a-village 
concept, but as with all pro¬ 
posals for the property, 
money is the issue, he said.

Apublic information meet¬ 
ing being held at town hall in 
regards to the St Andrew's 
Glen subdivision develop¬ 
ment drew more than a 
dozen people, despite the 
blustery winter conditions 
outside Monday.

Speaking on behalf of 
owner Ivanchuk and St. 
Andrews Glen NOTL Ltd. 
who purchased the land 
roughly a year ago - Chris 
Millar took to the front of the 
room to go over the ideas and 
plans for the area. 

Millar, a consultant from 
Upper Canada Consulting, 
discussed the plans that 
would include 53 to 57 total 
units - the final number 
dependent on a parking 
arrangement that would 
include input from the near¬ 
by Old Winery Restaurant. 

There would be six differ¬ 
ent models of town homes in 
the subdivision, maintaining 
the overall feel of the existing 
area, something that was of 
great importance to neigh¬ 
bours in attendance. 

Michael Allen, the archi¬ 
tect on the project, told those 


who had concerns about 
whether the subdivision 
would look like one or two 
separate areas, said that he 
"couldn't agree more” with 
the concern of making sure 
the subdivision had unity 
through aesthetics. 

"I believe it will be integrat¬ 
ed and very homogenous 
when it is done,” said. 

“We took into account the 
looks of buildings around the 
entire site.” 

Other issues that arose 
from neighbours at the meet¬ 
ing were that of garbage and 
snow removal, noise and traf¬ 
fic. 

While the proposal is still in 
the infancy stages, the appli¬ 
cant has already submitted a 
traffic impact study to be 
reviewed and made note that 
garbage removal would not 
be an issue, based on the 
loop design of the area.

From The President 

Over the last few weeks and months, the level of noise concerning the future of 
electricity prices seems to have reached something of a fever pitch. We’ve heard 
from quite a number of our Customers asking us to share with them our perspec¬ 
tive on what is going on and what is likely to happen in the months and years 
ahead, especially where their bills are concerned. We’re not surprised. Even for 
those of us who work in the industry this business has become incredibly 
complicated. 

In the coming weeks we'll be publishing a series of articles in The Niagara Advance 
and on our website (www.notlhydro.com) that we hope will provide you with some 
insight into what is happening and what we expect the impact will be on your bill. 
Each of these articles will focus on one bill component. In our first article, we focus 
on Energy Cost.

Killing Coal, New Nukes and Green Power to push Energy Cost Higher 

Energy Cost currently shows up on your bill as Summer/Winter Energy Block 1 and Summer/Winter Energy Block 2. These are the pieces of your bill that go to the gen¬ 
erators of electricity. Most of Ontario’s electricity comes from Ontario Power Generation which is owned by the province, but there are private generators. These include 
Bruce Nuclear and a number of companies that generate electricity with natural gas, wind, solar and water power. In NOTL, we have one fairly large private generator, 
Rankin Renewable Power Inc. In partnership with the Seaway, Rankin is operating a 2 Megawatt water-powered generator at Lock 3 on the Welland Canal. 2 Megawatts 
is sufficient to meet about 5% of the total power needs of NOTL. 

Four major issues are driving increases in the Energy Cost in Ontario. First is the plan to eliminate all coal-fired generating stations by 2014. In 2009, coal was used to 
generate 6.6% of Ontario’s electricity needs and is a relatively cheap source of power. Ontario’s coal generating stations will be replaced with a combination of new 
natural gas, water, wind and solar powered generation. Power from these new generation sources will cost more than power from the older stations due to the initial con¬ 
struction costs and higher operating costs. 

The second major issue is the need to replace or refurbish Ontario’s nuclear generating stations. In 2009, nuclear was used to generate 55% of Ontario’s electricity 
needs. The big problem is that most of the generating stations in the province are simply old and as we have seen in the media, refurbishing old nuclear stations and 
building new ones is extremely expensive. 

The third major issue is the drive to so-called green or renewable energy. In 2009, Ontario obtained 25.5% of its 
electricity from water powered generating stations like Beck at Niagara Falls and 2.4% of its electricity from other 
“green” sources like wind and solar. The Province has committed to increasing the contribution of all renewable 
sources to over 40% over the next 15 years. To encourage private sector investments to reach this target, Ontario 
is committing to pay huge premiums for power generated from green sources for as much as 20 years. Complicating 
the matter is the fact that many sources of “green” power are not reliable. Wind generators need wind, solar gener¬ 
ators need the sun and as we know too well the weather is not reliable. This means that back-up generating capacity, 
usually natural gas, must be built for those occasions that wind and solar are not available. While these back-up 
plants may not be used a great deal, they still must be paid for. In 2009, Ontario obtained 10.3% of its electricity from 
natural gas. However, natural gas plants currently represent 27% of supply capacity in the province.

The final major issue driving Energy Cost is the shift to ‘Time of Use” (TOU) billing. Currently most NOTL Hydro Customers pay flat rates for power set by the Ontario 
Energy Board. With the installation of Smart Meters in NOTL now complete, the province has ordered that we shift all Customers to TOU Billing by August 1 st, 2011. 
Under this scheme, the price of power in peak times will be almost double the price in off-peak times. When this change occurs, most Customers who do not change 
electricity use behaviour, will see an increase in their bill. One important note here is that there are some NOTL Customers who have signed electricity supply contracts 
with independent electricity retailers. These Customers will continue to be billed in accordance with the terms of their contracts after TOU billing is implemented. 

The bottom line on Energy Cost is that it’s going to go up. The increases will be significant and the increases will go 
on for several years. There appears to be strong support for the replacement of the coal plants. The nuclear capacity 
must be renewed if the province is to have sufficient power to meet its needs. By the end of 2010, the province will 
have entered into agreements that will allow for the achievement of a significant portion of their green energy targets. 

And, by the middle of next year, virtually all the money will have been spent to convert to Smart Meters and TOU 
billing. What it all boils down to is that most everything that will cause Energy Cost to continue to rise appears to be 
virtually locked in. In addition, if Ontario were to consider options such as a reduction in commitment to higher priced 
“green" energy, alternative generation capacity would be needed. In this case the only real option would be nuclear 
which is extremely expensive and would likely face significant public opposition. Nuclear also takes about 15 years 
to build and over such a long period, often falls victim to significant cost overruns.

Residents asked 
to salt sidewalks 


on Monday night to accept 
the bid from LaFarge Canada 
to supply, deliver, mix and 
stockpile this year's winter 
sand and salt. 

The town does not use 
pure salt, but instead a mix of 
sand and salt. 

“We don’t apply any pure 
salt,” said director of Public 
Works Ewald Kuczera. “The 
salt is mixed with the sand to 
keep the sand from freezing 
up.” 

It is estimated that an aver¬ 
age use of the salt/sand mix 
falls in the range of 3,000 
tonnes a year. 

The price for this year’s 
supply is approximately 1.5 
per cent lower than last year, 
totalling $27.12 plus taxes 
per tonne.

If someone comes to your 
door asking to test your 
drinking water, they are not 
representing the town or the 
region. 

Larry Higgins, NOTL’s 
water supervisor, is horrified 
that anyone would suggest 


“I can’t stress strongly 
enough, our drinking water 
is safe,” says Higgins. 

A company that he 
believes to be selling water 
purifiers is sending sales¬ 
men around knocking on 
doors, asking to test resi¬ 
dents’ drinking water. 

While they might not 
actually say they are from 
the town or region, they 
manage to give residents 
that impression, he says, 
and when provided with a 
sample of water, find a prob¬ 
lem with it 

“These may be strong 
words, but as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned it’s a scam,” says 


Higgins. 

"They use some cheap 
high school chemistry 
experiment to say the water 
isn’t clean. It is absolutely 

The same thing happened 
about five years ago, he 
says—a representative “dis¬ 
covers” dissolved solids in 
the water and suggests the 
water customer buy a purifi¬ 
cation system. 

"Our water is completely 
safe. We test it regularly— 
weekly. We keep a good 
handle on it,” says Higgins. 

Most people are “pretty 
sharp” and realize the sales- 

regional employees, he says, 
although they present them¬ 


selves as if they are. 

“They just want to sell 
something. I think it’s a load 
of hooey. There are con¬ 
sumer laws to protect peo¬ 
ple who do sign up. They 
have time to back out even 
after they’ve signed on the 
dotted line.” 

The province has a 10-day 
cooling off period for any¬ 
one who signs a contract 
with a door-to-door sales- 

Virgil resident Blair 
Cowan is using his Facebook 
page to post a link to the 
town’s website, where it 
warns residents that people 
asking for a water sample 
are not town employees. 

Cowan was visited by a 


water purification company 
representative, who asked 
for a water sample. 

“I don’t remember exactly 
what she said, but she gave 
me the impression she was 
from the town. I looked at 
the paper she had with her, 
and it looked like it had the 

She didn’t ask to come in, 
just asked for the water sam¬ 
ple, so he obliged, said 

But it seemed strange that 
somebody would be walking 
around the neighbourhood 
in the evening, he said. 

He was told that there was 
an issue with dissolved 
solids in the sample, and 
that although it was still safe 


to drink, the representative 
wanted to return to take 
another sample and discuss 
his options. But by then he 
had figured out that it was a 
salesperson who was going 
to tell him he needed a 
water purifier, so he didn't 
respond. 

But he posted the town’s 
warning on his website to 
make other residents aware 
that the company does not 
represent the town, he said. 

Town employees would 
be carrying proper photo 
identification which 

includes their name and

> Niagara Motors 
sees increase at 
collision centre 
due to texting. 


The collision centre at 
Niagara Motors in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake is seeing more 
and more business thanks to 
something many people do 
every day - texting on their 
cell phones. 

Vehicles, to a greater 
extent than before legislation 
banned the use of cell 
phones while driving, are 
making their way in for 
repairs as a result of texting 
while driving and drivers 
aren't afraid to admit it. 

"They come in and say it 
was because they were tex¬ 
ting," said Dave Dick of 
Niagara Motors. “Texting has 
increased the work at the 
collision centre here.” 

On Feb. 1, following the 
90-day grace period that was 
permitted, police began to 
crack down on drivers talk¬ 
ing on their cell phones 
while behind the wheel. 

Now, however, it appears 
that instead of having the 
phone to their ear - an obvi¬ 
ous giveaway - 
drivers are 

attempting to be 
discreet and text 
below the windows 
and windshields of 
their vehicles, all in 
hopes of not being 

“When you’re 
texting, the device 
isn't near your ear, 
it’s down lower,” 
said Dick, who 
wonders if the law 
is doing more 
harm than good. 

“Drivers think that 
people can’t see 
what they're doing 
but they’re not 
fooling anyone.” 

Det. Sgt. Cliff 
Priest, head of the 
Niagara Regional 
Police collision 
reconstruction 
unit, says one offi¬ 
cer in a recent two- 
day blitz laid 46 
charges for use of a 
distracting hand¬ 
held device, a 
charge that carries 
a fine of $155. 

“One officer 
caught 46 drivers 
in two days—that’s 


a lot of charges," he says. 

The charge doesn’t distin¬ 
guish between talking on a 
cell phone or texting, says 
Priest, but he has heard from 
officers that motorists are 
trying to hide the fact that 
they're using a phone by bal¬ 
ancing it on their lap or 
steering wheel while they 
talk. 

‘If you talk on a cell phone 
you are 40 per cent more 
likely to cause a collision. 
Your chances are exponen¬ 
tially more when you are tex¬ 
ting - you take your hands off 
the wheel, you’re looking at 
the device, and you’re con¬ 
centrating on what you’re 
texting.” 

He believes texting, espe¬ 
cially if the phone is resting 
on the steering wheel, is 
actually easier to see and 
more likely to get a driver 
pulled over than using a cell 
phone on a lap with the 
speaker phone on. 

“If people think they're 
less likely to get caught tex¬ 
ting, they're wrong. And it’s a 
very selfish act. They're not 
only putting themselves at 
risk, they’re endangering 
everyone else on the road, 
their family, friends and 
neighbours. They're also 
putting everyone in the car
